HOW A BANK WAS WRECKED. 

Method* of the Officer* of the Kejetone 
National of Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia, May 16.— Gideon W. 
Marsh, president and Charles W. 
Lawrence, assistant cashier of the sus- 
pended Keystone national bank were 
given a partial hearing before United 
States Commissioner Bell Friday 
afternoon, charged with making 
false returns to the comptroller of the 
currency as to the condition of the 
bank. Bank Examiner Drew was the 
principal witness and he told a startling 
atory of the deception practiced by the 
accused officials In their endeavor to 
cover up the shortage in the bank's 
cash. Mr. Drew told of the way in 
which the shortage was covered up. as 
follows: President Marsh and Mr Law- 
rence would remove from the “indi- 
vidual deposits ledger" who'e leaves. 
After tho examination of the book these 
leaves would be reinserted. The effect 
of this work would be to show that the 
deposits were much less than they 
really were It most have been neces- 
sary to employ the services of a book- 
binder to get the leaves back in the 
book correctly. Mr. Drew char- 
acterized this as an unheard-of 
method in bank-wrecking. They 
falsified accounts as well. The 
entries showed that the Chase national 
bank and the Mechanics' national bank 
of New York owed the Keystone small 
sums, but their accounts were swelled 
so as to show that they owed $,’ 8 , 000 . 
At one time Mr. Drew found that 550,000 
of discounted paper alleged to be held 
by the bank was missing. Altogether 
the present deficiency amounts to $998,- 
000. Most of this immense sum is said 
to be charged to the Lucas "deficit," 
as Mr. Drew sometimes called it in his 
testimony. At other times he referred 
to it as “defalcation." The witness 
told how Messrs. Marsh and Lawrence 
acknowledged to him their manipula- 
tion of the bank’s books, and It was 
upon this acknowledgment that war- 
rants were obtained for their arrest.

In a paper before the North Ameri- 
can Bee-Keepers’ Association at Keo- 
kuk, Allen Pringle gave the following 
concerning foul brood: This U the most 
serious and difficult question confront- 
ing the apiarist to-day. The foul-brood 
problem has stood tho longest — a defi- 
ance to our heads and a menace to our 
pocket*. During the honey flow is the 
best time for operating. 

In the evening remove the bees and 
queen from the diseased colony, and 
place them In a clean hive, with founda- 
tion starters. Four days afterwards 
take away all frames of comb and 
starters from them, and give them full 
sheets of foundation, or empty comb 
which you know to be free from the 
taint of disease. The colony is now 
cured and will rear brood, healthy 
and free from tlie disease, until con- 
tracted again through the ingathering 
of diseased honey, or otherwise. The 
honey is the chief, if not the only medi- 
um of the contagion, aud one drop of 
the affected honey brought into a 
healthy colony, if used for larval 
food, U sufficient to start the dis- 
ease. To cure a foul -brood colony In 
the fall, after the honey season Is over, 
remove the bees and queen from their 
hive and place them in a clean hive 
with as many frames of healthy, sealed 
honey or sirup as may be required for 
winter. The combs must be complete- 
ly filled and sealed so that the bees 
will retain the diseased honey they 
may bring with them until it is digest- 
ed. instead of depositing it in the 
combs, and s > that the queen may have 
no place t- > deposit eggs until all the 
danger is past. Tb is is the simple plan 
of caring foul-brood, followed by Mr. 
McEvoy, our inspector, and is invari- 
ably successful. He has treated hun- 
dreds of cases during the past season, 
without a single failure.

Guineas are among the best foragers 
of all the fowls usually kept on the 
farm, and If allowed a gteod range will 
pick up the greater part of their own 
living. 

While an cxclhsive diet of grain is 
objectionable as a rule, yet at this sea- 
son some grain must be supplied in 
order to keep the fowls in good, thrifty 
condition. 

Fully one-half of the failures with 
brooders are due to want of care in 
keeping warm. Brooders should be ar- 
ranged 60 that there will be no comers 
into which the chicks can crowd. 

If the fowls appear droopy and lose 
appetite, it will often be a good plan to 
feed them linseed meal A gill of the 
meal given to ten hens twice a week 
will old in maintaining good health and 
thrift. 

The principal item with the bantam 
is its small size, and in breeding them 
everything should be sacrificed in order 
to have them as small as possible. If 
they get beyond a pound and a half in 
weight they are getting too heavy. 

Bones make a good feed for poultry 
occasionally, and on many forms a 
good supply could be readily secured 
with a littlo care in picking them np 
and breaking or grinding them into 
such condition that tho fowls can eab 
them.
